Acute  Polioencephalitis*  One  case  was  notified  and  admitted 
to  Weymouth  Isolation  Hospital  but  was  not  found  to  be 
suffering  from  this  or  any  infectious  disease. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis.  Two  cases  were  sent  to  Weymouth  Isolation 
Hospital  on  24th,  September,  a boy  of  2i  from  Stinsford 
and  a boy  of  8 years,  from  the  Dorset  County  Hospital, 
whose  home  was  at  Winterborne  Steepleton.  They  were  both 
mild  cases  and  were  both  transferred  for  special  subse- 
quent treatment  to  the  Bath  and  Wessex  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  on  the  12th.  November. 
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Measles.  There  were  three  outbreaks  of  measles  during  the 
year,  the  first  was  at  Portesham  in  February,  comprising 
about  14  cases.  The  next  was  at  Cerne  Abbas  & district 
in  May  and  June  comprising  about  30  cases.  The  last  was  in 
the  Buckland  Newton  area  in  July  with  about  50  cases  and 
15  more  at  Piddletrenthide  and  Alton  Pancras,  about  the 
same  time. 

Scarlet  Fever.  One  case  occurred  at  Duddle  on  19th.  July  and 
was  isolated  in  Weymouth  Isolation  Hospital. 

Whooping  Gough.  Ten  cases  were  notified  from  Chickeroll 
in  February  and  19  cases  from  Sydling  St.  Nicholas  in 
October  and  November,  mainly  children  under  5 years  of  age. 

Tuberculosis,  (pulmonary).  One  case  came  to  reside  in  this 
district  from  Hampshire,  the  others  were  residents. 

Scabies . One  case  was  treated  at  the  Weymouth  Cleansing 
Station,  where  two  treatments  were  given. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria,  ophthalmia  neonatorum  or  Puerperal 

pyrexia  was  notified  during  the  year.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  & Dairies  Regulations,  1949, 
which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st.  October,  1949,  a consider- 
able change  in  the  administration  has  resulted. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  felt  by  persons  interested  in  milk 
production  that  too  many  Departments  were  involved  in  the  con- 
trol of  milk  production  etc.,  and  that  centralisation  of  control 
was  long  overdue.  However, it  is  still  felt  by  many  that  this 
new  Act  has  not  accomplished  this  very  effectively.

The  taking  of  samples,  inspection  of  supplies,  and  consul- 
tation with  owners  and  other  persons  in  connection  with 
improvements  of  water  supplies  is  still  having  the  close 
attention  of  this  Department,  and  as  will  he  seen  from  the 
figures  mentioned,  a considerable  amount  of  work  has  been 
undertaken. 

It  can  be  recorded  that  the  quality  of  the  water  sup- 
plies in  the  area  is  continuing  to  show  good  improvement. 

Samples  from  Public  Supplies. 

Ail  the  samples  taken  from  Forston  pumping  Station  were  quite 
satisfactory,  before  and  after  chloramination . 

A Wallace  & Tiernan  chlo ruminating  plant  has  been 
installed  at  the  Council* s pumping  Works,  Maiden  Newton, 
and  tho  samples  taken  have  been  satisfactory.  A similar  one 
has  also  been  installed  at  Brig.Woodhouse* s Waterworks  at 
Melcombe  Horsey  from  which  the  Council  Houses  in  that  area 
obtain  their  supply. 

Chloraminating  plants.  In  addition  to  those  at  the  pumping 
Stations  at  Forston  and  Maiden  Newton  belonging  to  this 
Council,  there  are  ten  other  plants  in  this  District  as

COUNCIL  HOUSES » The  total  number  at  the  end  of  1949  was  291 


including  60  houses  completed  during  the  year. 

SITES  FOR  COUNCIL  HOUSES.  The  selection  of  sites  for  Council 
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Houses  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  some  of  them  being  no  credit 
to  the  Council*  At  Melcombe  Horsey,  for  instance,  at  the  time 
of  the  inspection,  all  the  officials  agreed  on  a splendid  site, 
but  later,  unknown  to  the  Public  Health  Department,  the  houses 
wore  erected  on  another  site,  which  necessitated  the  construc- 
tion of  a costly  road  (which  would  not  otherwise  have  been 
required).  The  result  is  the  worst  sited  Council  Houses  I have 
ever  seen.  Again  at  Buckiand  Newton  an  excellent  site  was 
selected,  and  agreed  by  all  the  officials,  but  later  we  were 
instructed  to  select  another  site,  the  result  is  a far  inferior 
one  has  now  been  chosen* 

DISPOSAL  OF  SEWAGE  FROM  COUNCIL  HOUSES.  The  unsatisfactory 
sewage  disposal  works  for  the  recently  erected  Council  Houses 
at  Abbot sbury  and  Owermoigne,  the  effluents  from  which  pass 
directly  into  roadside  ditches,  have  been  installed  in  spite 
of  the  strong  disapproval  of  the  officers  of  t his  Public  Health 
Department.  Both  these  will  probably  become  a serious  nuisance 
in  the  near  future. 

As  already  recorded  I do  not  approve  of  the  scheme  to  pass 
the  effluent  from  both  Council  Houses  and  the  proposed  Village 
sewage  works  into  the  river  above  the  watercress  beds  at  Magiston*

In  a s much  as  similar  private  works 
must  be  examined  and  tested  it  is  highly  important  that 
the  work  done  on  the  Council's  behalf  should  also  be  tested.

detailed  list  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the  technical 
officers  of  the  Department.  The  interviewing  of  Callers, 
preparation  of  Reports  and  attendance  at  Meetings  also 
takes  up  a considerable  amount  of  time.
